Murder probe 
after death 
in house fire 

A murder inquiry has been launched after a man 
was killed and a woman and two teenage girls 
injured in a house fire in Walsall. 

A 46-year-old woman has been arrested on suspi¬ 
cion of murder following the blaze in Pleck Road. 

Shocked neighbours said they watched one girl 
climb out of her bedroom window to escape the 
flames and heard screaming and glass breaking. 

The fire broke out at 5.15am on Monday. A man in 
his 40s was confirmed dead at the scene, while a 
teenage girl is in a critical condition in Birmingham 
Children’s Hospital after suffering life-threatening 
burns. 

The other teenage girl, who was seen climbing out 
of the window, had suffered a broken leg. A woman 
also suffered smoke inhalation. Both were taken to 
Walsall Manor Hospital. 

West Midlands Police spokesman David Hodgetts 
said a 46-year-old woman was arrested at the scene 
on suspicion of murder. 

“Forensic scene investigators and detectives are 
gathering evidence and talking to witnesses,” he 
added. 

Emergency services have cordoned off the ter¬ 
raced house, which has two badly-blackened 
upstairs windows, and five others in the street. 

Stunned neighbours huddled in groups in the 
street discussing the tragedy. They said the family 
who lived there were mainly from Africa but the 
father was believed to be from Portugal. 

One neighbour said: “I heard screams and then a 
girl from the house came and knocked on my door 
and asked for our help. She kept saying ‘my sister is 
inside’. 

“I called the police straight away.” 

The fire-hit property belonged to Caldmore 
Housing Association. Spokeswoman Claire Barratt 
said: “We are co-operating fully with police who are 
carrying out a full investigation into the fire and we 
are offering support to our residents.” 

Neighbours said they were in total shock by the 
tragedy and described the early-hours scene as 
chaos.

Two minutes to 
get parking ticket 

Drivers who leave their cars on town centre roads 
where new parking charges have just come into force 
have only two minutes to get a ticket and stick it to 
their windscreen. 

Some motorists have hit out at the short time 
allowed in Walsall and said there should be a longer 
period of grace while people get used to the new 
charges. Machines have been installed in 19 town 
centre streets with the 20p per 10 minute fee being 
brought in from March 7. 

Roads affected include Hatherton Street, Lich¬ 
field Street and Station Street. Driver Keith Ricardo 
said he was shocked when he received a parking fine 
just two minutes after pulling into a space in 
Ablewell Street last week. The company owner, of 
Chuckery, claims he went to look at the machines 
before ducking into a shop to get some change. 

But when he returned two minutes later, a warden 
was issuing a parking fine. Mr Ricardo, aged 68, 
said: “I wasn’t trying to avoid any charge, I was just 
trying to get change.” Mr Ricardo plans to appeal. 

Paul Leighton, group leader for traffic manage¬ 
ment and parking at Walsall Council, said: ‘We do 
allow a short period of time for motorists to purchase 
the required pay and display ticket.” 


Father guilty of murderingformer girlfriend with knife 

LIFE FOR MAN 
WHO KILLED 
HIS EX-LOVER 


Erin’s PA 

admits

A father who killed his ex-girlfriend by 
plunging a knife into her neck in a “ferocious” 
attack has been given a life sentence after 
being found guilty of murder. 

Carl Truffas did not even flinch when the jury at 
Wolverhampton Crown Court convicted him of 
killing 23-year-old Natalie James at her flat in 
Walsall on August 7 last year.

Truffas, aged 33, of Kendall 
Court, Walsall Wood, had 
denied murder, claiming he 
acted in self-defence and 
stabbed the mother of two acci¬ 
dentally as they tussled with 
the knife she had picked up. 

But Miss James’s friend Jen¬ 
nifer Staples told the trial she 
saw Truffas bound into the

Compulsory 
redundancy 
for 140 jobs 

More than 140 jobs could be axed through compul¬ 
sory redundancy at Walsall Council in the next 
financial year. 

Bosses also revealed more than 500 jobs will be 
lost over the next three years — more than originally 
expected. They said they were doing everything pos¬ 
sible to reduce the need for compulsory redundan¬ 
cies. 

So far, 137 people have taken voluntary redun¬ 
dancy following 202 expressions of interest. But it 
means some 203 jobs will still have to be lost through 
compulsory redundancies this financial year. 

A total of 187 of the jobs to be axed at the local 
authority are vacant posts. 

Rory Borealis, Walsall Council executive director, 
said: “To date, 137 people have taken voluntary 
redundancy but it is important to remember the 
process is continuing and this figure may well 
change. 

“The council is deleting 503 posts over three years 
of which 203 are potential compulsory redundancy 
during 2010/11 and 142 in 2011/12, although officers 
are working hard to minimise this through initia¬ 
tives such as redeployment opportunities. 

“The voluntary redundancy process is still 
ongoing and continues to reduce and mitigate the 
need for compulsory redundancies.” 

He added that some members of staff have already 
left. It was originally thought the council would have 
to axe 438 jobs in its battle to save £65 million over 
the next three years. 

Union bosses have complained the job cuts risk 
“stripping the social and economic fibre of Walsall”. 

Other money-saving measures this year have 
included the closure of Darlaston market, an over¬ 
haul of the way meals on wheels are delivered and 
the closure of the Local History Centre on Fridays. 


Bogus dentist 
sent to prison 

A fake dentist who used a bogus qualification to earn 
£230,000 in hospitals in Wolverhampton and nation¬ 
ally has been jailed for three years by a judge, who 
described her as “evasive and manipulative”. 

Vinisha Sharma, aged 37, of Willenhall, used the 
fake Bachelor of Dental Surgery degree from India to 
work in seven NHS trusts over nine years. 

Sharma had no qualifications after dropping out of a 
five-year dentistry course in London after four years in 
the 1990s, but began her eight-month stint at New 
Cross Hospital, Wolverhampton, in 2000. 

Sharma, of Honeybourne Way, was reported to the 
regulator after allegedly extracting the wrong teeth 
from a child while working in Burton-upon-Trent. The 
allegation was never proven. 

She admitted seven charges of fraud and forgery, but 
later tried to change her plea to not guilty and still 
maintains her innocence, Wolverhampton Crown 
Court heard on Monday. 

Judge Amjad Nawaz told former Wolverhampton 
Girls High School pupil Sharma everything she had 
done was “pre-meditated and deliberate.” 

The judge said Sharma, had shown herself to be 
“evasive and manipulative” by her efforts to change her 
pleas even after admitting the offences. 

The court was told the institute in India where she 
claimed to have earned her qualification had no record 
of her. She said she was the victim of a “corrupt system” 
in India. Her barrister, Mr Colin Aylott, said: “She has 
lost everything. She had financial independence and a 
career and she recognises there’s no prospect she will 
ever be able to work in dentistry again.” 
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Opening 
at centre 
to be cut 

Walsall Local History Centre will 
close on Fridays from May 2. 

Closing the centre for an extra day 
each week aims to save Walsall 
Council £188,888 over the next three 
years. 

Plans to reduce opening hours at 
the Essex Road centre were unveiled 
as part of the authority’s budget and a 
consultation was held to find out 
when the centre was busiest. History 
centre manager Ruth Vyse com¬ 
mented: “The views of our users are 
very important to us. 

“I would like to thank everyone who 
took part in the consultation. 

“Their feedback has been very 
useful in helping us decide which 
additional days we should close and in 
terms of when it will have the most 
impact on our users. 

“We will continue to open on Satur¬ 
day mornings to provide time for 
people to use the centre outside the 
normal working week.” 

The decision means from May 2, the 
centre will be open on Tuesdays 
9.30am to 5.30pm; Wednesdays 
9.30am to 7pm; Thursdays from 
9.30am to 5.30pm and Saturdays from 
9.30am to 1pm. 

The centre already closes on 
Mondays. The Local History Centre 
collects, preserves and makes avail¬ 
able the borough’s records. 

Among the records it holds are 
those belonging to local firms, council 
records, photographs, maps and oral 
history recordings. 

As well as scaling back opening 
hours at the centre, there is also 
expected to be a reduction in the 
number of posts, conservation of and 
work on, collections and outreach 
work. 
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Home open days 


A couple are opening their Walsall 
home up to people interested in 
saving money on electricity after dis¬ 
covering they could save more than 
70 per cent on bills. 

Jane and Martin Normanton, of 
Gorway Road, started insulating the 
walls of their home in 1999 when 
they realised what improvements 
they could make. 

They also installed a more efficient 


boiler and have seen their bills 
plummet from £1,300 a year for gas 
to £270, and from £550 to about £230 
for electricity.

Natalie was looking 
to a brighter future 



Stabbing victim - Natalie James Carl Truffas - starts life sentence 



The flats in Kings Road, Rushall, where Natalie was stabbed to death 
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Natalie James had everything to live for. The 
mother of a seven-year-old boy, she had also given 
birth to another beautiful baby boy just six weeks 
earlier. 

Recovering from the acrimonious break-up of her rela¬ 
tionship with the baby’s father, Carl Truffas, the 23-year- 
old thought the worst was behind her and was ready to 
move forward with her life. 

She met Truffas, nearly 10 years her senior, in 2007. They were 
together for about two years when she fell pregnant in September 
2009, shortly after which she moved into the Kings Road flats in 
Rushall. 

They split up for about three months during her pregnancy, 
during which time he slept with another woman before they were 
reconciled, and Truffas lived with her briefly at her flat. 

He was present at the birth of their son in July 2010, but they 
split up again within weeks. 

Natalie told friends she was unable to forgive him for the fling 
he had had, despite unsubstantiated accusations from Truffas 
that she had slept with another man. 

Six weeks after the birth of their son, Natalie was moving on 
with her life, despite an argument with Truffas - who has a 
daughter from a previous relationship — over which day he could 
have access to their son. 

Unwind 

Leaving her children with her mother for the night, Natalie 
had gone to friend Louise Hunter’s home in Bloxwich on August 
6 to unwind with evening drinks. 

Little did she realise that a mistakenly-sent text message 
would trigger a violent chain of events that would send her life 
spiralling out of control in a matter of hours and result in leaving 
her little boys without a mother and a family without their 
daughter. 

She accidentally sent a flirty text message intended for a male 
friend, to Truffas later in the evening - and was immediately 
upset and worried about what he would do. 

Subsequent phone calls made it clear to Truffas that Natalie 
was not at home, and he flew into a rage, having drunk eight pints 
and taken a gram of cocaine, and assumed she was seeing another 
man. 

Natalie told her friend she thought Truffas would “smash her 
place up” and said she wanted to go home. She called a taxi and 
arrived home at about 2am on August 7. 

Her assumption was correct. Truffas had rushed to her flat, 
broken in and let out his fury by smashing up her TV. When she 
arrived minutes later all she could do was survey the damage and 
call the police. Having disappeared and briefly been picked up by 
police officers who wrongly suspected him of a hit-and-run crash 
nearby, Truffas was released and returned to Natalie’s flat. 

Dealing 

She did not know was that he was waiting for police dealing 
with the break-in to leave. But what he did not know was that 
Natalie was in the company of friend, Jennifer Staples. 

As Truffas saw the officers drive away, he burst into her home 
“manic and wide-eyed”, grabbed Natalie by the throat and a ser¬ 
rated knife from her kitchen. Miss Staples ran to dial 999, making a harrowing 
phone call later played to the jury, pleading for police to hurry and saying “he’s 
killing her”.She returned to find her friend slumped on the floor covered in 
blood, having been stabbed many times, with Truffas kneeling over her telling 
her he was sorry. 

Truffas then also dialled 999, and on the tape played in court he was heard 
asking the barely conscious Natalie for her postcode as she lay bleeding to 
death. The 23-year-old died from massive blood loss after the knife was embed¬ 
ded in her neck, planted there by the father of her six-week-old baby. 

Prosecutor Miss Deborah Gould told Truffas: “You shoved a knife into her 


neck five times, in her shoulder once and in her back twice, and in the imme¬ 
diate aftermath you did apologise to her as she lay dying.” 

Police arrived to see Truffas straddling Natalie’s blood-soaked body and 
leaning down over her. At first he denied both burglary and murder. 

He eventually admitted burglary, but put Natalie’s family through the pain 
of a trial which went on for weeks as everything that happened on that night 
was gone through in minute detail. 

He cried in the witness box as he claimed the stabbing was an accident which 
had happened while the two were grappling with the knife. 

But the jury was not convinced and convicted him of murder. 


Swim for 
free will 
be axed 

Free swimming for schoolchildren 
and the over-60s in Walsall is facing 
the axe from this autumn due to a 
funding shortage. 

The scheme was safeguarded for a 
further 12 months last year after 
£84,000 was secured by Walsall 
Council, including money from 
Walsall NHS. But budget cuts mean 
the project is poised to end in Septem¬ 
ber when cash runs out. However, 
council chiefs are looking to introduce 
a reduced rate for under-16s to 
encourage more to swim. 

Council leader Mike Bird said free 
swimming is due to end after six 
months because of financial con¬ 
straints. 

He said: “As it stands there will be 
no free swimming after September, 
what we are looking at is if we can 
offer a discounted scheme for chil¬ 
dren. 

“The money is running out and as 
far as we are aware NHS Walsall is 
not able to fund it to the level they 
have. We recognise swimming pro¬ 
motes healthy living in young people.” 

It was initially expected the scheme 
would end last summer due to Gov¬ 
ernment cuts but the council 
managed to keep it running. 

Chris Holliday, head of leisure and 
community health at Walsall Council, 
said: “Whilst the 60-plus swimming 
has been well supported it is the free 
swimming for young people that has 
exceeded expectations. 

Funding will continue until Sep¬ 
tember 30 and we’re currently 
working with our partners and 
reviewing what we’ll do from October. 
Everyone’s budgets are getting 
tighter and that applies to us as well. 

“Ideally we hope to have a scheme 
that still encourages youngsters in 
particular, but one that encourages 
fun and physical activity in a safe 
environment and still balances the 
books.”

Speed limit plan could fail 


Moves to cut the speed limit 
along a main Walsall route hit by 
a series of accidents could be 
scuppered by objections. 

A 30mph restriction has been 
proposed along Sutton Road 
instead of the current 40mph. 

But complaints have been 
lodged about the plan for the 
busy route between Walsall and 
Pheasey. A Watchman sign which 
flashes up drivers’ registration 


numbers when caught speeding 
is still being installed near to 
Longwood Lane although it is yet 
to be switched on. 

If objections remain, the plan 
will need to be debated at a 
formal meeting. 

Glyn Oliver, of Walsall Council 
said: “The advertised traffic reg¬ 
ulation orders for the speed 
reductions have received a small 
number of objections. 


“We are attempting to resolve 
the objections but if these are not 
withdrawn we will have to report 
to the relevant committee for 
determination. 

“We are still waiting for the 
connection of the electricity 
supply by E.ON to the Watchman 
sign. Roads across the borough 
have been earmarked for lower 
speeds to improve safety follow¬ 
ing a review by council chiefs. 


Crime appointments 


Victims of crime may have to make 
appointments to see officers under a 
radical shake-up outlined by West 
Midlands Police today. 

People making non-emergency calls 
will have to arrange to meet with offi¬ 
cers. At the moment, officers tell 
victims they will get to them when 
they can. That means that victims are 
sometimes out when police visit. 

The force is trying to save £125 
million over four years and shedding 


2,250 jobs. Senior officers also say 
new local investigation teams will be 
set up to speed up crimefighting. 

The moves are being piloted in 
Birmingham and Solihull from June 1 
and will then be rolled out in the Black 
Country. 

West Midlands Police spokes¬ 
woman Zoe Lee said: “An appoint¬ 
ment system will mean the public are 
clear about when the police aim to 
attend.” 


Moves 
to save 
tower 

A former mayor has 
offered to take the spire 
of a derelict church in 
Walsall to save it from 
the bulldozers. 

Residents have been 
battling for almost 20 
years to see action taken 
to improve the disused 
Mellish Road Methodist 
Church which has suf¬ 
fered vandalism and 
arson. 

Now former Councillor 
Richard Worrall hopes to 
acquire the land to pre¬ 
serve it as a heritage 
landmark. The rest of the 
site would be available 
for re-development. 

Mr Worrall, aged 66, 
said: “If there is an ounce 
of willingness on the part 
of the owners to keep the 
tower, this is their oppor¬ 
tunity. 

“This is really impor¬ 
tant for Walsall which 
has a dreadful track 
record with old buildings. 

“One of the few suc¬ 
cesses we can be proud of 
is, when I was on the 
council, we were able to 
save the facade of the 
Red Lion pub, Park 
Street. 

“Those lost include the 
train station canopy.” 

Threats 
with knife 

A Walslall labourer 
threatened a couple with 
a knife after they com¬ 
plained about anti-social 
behaviour by youths 
outside their home, a 
court heard. 

Thomas Shaw went to 
their home with the 
weapon and told them: 
“If you don’t like it you 
can move. You can leave.” 

Wolverhampton 
Crown Court last week 
heard the Shaw, aged 40, 
also made a threat as he 
left the house on 
Hawthorn Road, The 
Delves on July 19. Shaw, 
of Lichfield Road, Pelsall, 
admitted affray and got a 
12 month jail term, sus¬ 
pended for a year, and 
supervision for a year. A 
restraining order also 
bans him from contacting 
the victims or going any¬ 
where near their home. 


Five charged after 
drug raids by police 


Five men have been charged 
with conspiracy to supply 
drugs following early morning 
raids across Walsall. Nine 
people were arrested as part of 
Operation Eliminate, which 
saw cannabis factories discov¬ 
ered in Halford Crescent, 
Coalpool, and Dorchester 
Road, New Invention. 

Five men attended Walsall 
Magistrates Court last week. 
They are Raymond Clarke, aged 
23, of Hawbush Road, Leamore; 
Simon Saubuna, aged 30, of 
Halford Crescent, Coalpool; 
Charles Ukbong, 25, of Birming¬ 
ham Road, Walsall, Asif 
Jhangeer, 31, of Wolverhampton 
Road, Walsall, and Rory Allen, 23, 
of Scarborough Close, Alumwell, 
who all face various drugs 
charges including conspiracy to 
supply. 

They will reappear at Birmingham 
Crown Court on June 15. More than 
60 officers were involved in the raids, 
which took place across the borough. 
Homes were raided in Bentley, Dar- 
laston, Alumwell and Leamore. 

Drug hotspots across Walsall have 
been targeted as part of a large-scale 
crackdown which saw nine people 
arrested in early morning raids. 

Operation Eliminate saw more 
than 60 officers swoop on a number of 
addresses across the borough. Two 
cannabis factories were discovered 
and class A drugs were also seized as 
officers stepped up the fight against 
drug crime. 

The operation, which was months 
in the planning, was prompted by 
Walsall communities coming forward 
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to ask police to tackle street level 
dealing and anti-social behaviour. 

After the raid, officers from Walsall 
Partnership turned their attention to 
cleaning up drugs dens and derelict 
buildings being used for anti-social 
behaviour. 

Among them was the former Jabez 
Cliff and Co site in Lower Forster 
Street, which was boarded up. 

Clive Wright, director of Walsall 
Partnership, said: “There are activi¬ 
ties going on involving cleaning up 
drug paraphernalia and we are 
looking at particular buildings that 
are being used as drugs dens. 

“We will be boarding some of those 
up.” 

Situation 

He said the situation would be mon¬ 
itored closely and all partners 
involved in Operation Eliminate 
would work together to clamp down 
on drugs on Walsall’s streets. 

He added: “There will be work going 
on to try to prevent young people from 
getting into drugs in the first place. 

“We will be considering issues like 
treatment and working with social 
landlords, where appropriate to evict 
people.” 

A 24-year-old man who was also 
arrested on suspicion of conspiracy to 
supply has been bailed pending 
further inquiries. 

A 31-year-old man arrested on sus¬ 
picion to supply controlled drugs is 
helping police with their inquiries. 

Two other people, a woman arrested 
for possession of drugs has been cau¬ 
tioned, and a man who was arrested in 
connection with an assault has been 
transferred to another police force.

Father and 
son found at 
home dead 

Post mortems were being carried out on the bodies 
of a father and son found at an address in Brown- 
hills. The grim discovery was made at a home in 
Fourth Avenue on march 23 after a call from a con¬ 
cerned neighbour. It is believed the two named 
thought oto be Leonard and Carl Ross, may have 
been victims of some kind of gas leak. 

The deaths are being treated as unexplained but 
police have reassured residents they are not treating 
them as suspicious. It is believed Leonard Ross was 
in his 80s while his son, a former welder, was in his 
40s. 

Neighbours had grown concerned after not seeing 
anything of the two men for a couple of weeks. 

Gas workers were drafted in to check for a leak. 

National Grid Gas Alliance spokeswoman Jane 
Taylor said: “We carried out a test on the gas system 
in the property and it is fine. 

We think it is the butane gas fire that is the cause 
of the problems.” 

Neighbours said the family had lived in the 
rented, end terrace house owned by Watmos Com¬ 
munity Homes for three decades. 

Frail Leonard is thought to have been in his 80s 
and Carl in his mid 40s. Neighbours said they were 
keen mechanics in their spare time and a number of 
vehicles were kept in their garden. 

Carl, a former Brownhills Comprehensive pupil, 
was unemployed although it is believed he previ¬ 
ously worked as a welder. 

Elaine Aker, aged 57, who lives opposite the men 
said she had contacted housing bosses as they had 
not been seen for a number of weeks. 

“I used to see them on a Tuesday going shopping 
but I hadn’t seen them in about three weeks so I 
started to get worried,” she said.

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Worker 
stole ‘for 
revenge’ 

A worker stole a £5,000 compressor 
from his Walsall employer in a “fit of 
pique” over wages, a court heard. 

Darren Cook kept the 200kg piece of 
equipment after being sacked from 
RW Services, Aldridge Road, Streetly, 
Wolverhampton Crown Court was 
told. 

The 28-year-old had kept it in his 
vehicle while on holiday from his job 
and never returned it, said prosecutor 
Mrs Kanwal Juss. 

Cook, from Holm wood Avenue, Kid¬ 
derminster, was sacked for poor atten¬ 
dance on August 31 but the 
compressor was missing when the 
firm’s van was recovered the following 
day, the court was told. 

It was finally recovered from the 
home of his brother on October 7 and 
returned undamaged to his former 
employer after Cook told police where 
it was. 

Mr Chris O’Gorman, defending, 
said: “He took it in a fit of pique 
because he felt that he was owed more 
money than he was ultimately paid. 
There is no evidence that he made any 
plans to try to sell it or make any 
money from it.” 

Cook admitted theft and was given 
a four month jail sentence suspended 
for 12 months with 100 hours unpaid 
work. He was also ordered to pay £500 
costs. 

Recorder Jason Macadam told him: 
“This was a breach of trust. You have 
been an idiot and this sentence is to 
remind you not to be one again.”

Teacher in 
sack claim 

A Walsall teacher has made com¬ 
pensation claims for unfair dismissal 
and disability discrimination against 
Stourbridge College after alleging he 
was demoralised and unsupported by 
the management. 

Kenneth Slater, of Acacia Avenue, 
Walsall, who specialised in computer 
science, made his compensation 
claims at Birmingham Employment 
Tribunal. 

Mr Slater who is a diabetic, alleged 
the college failed to make adjust¬ 
ments for his diabetes, stress, panic 
attacks and headaches. 

He alleged the management demor¬ 
alised him, failed to provide support 
and caused him embarrassment in 
front of his pupils. 

“There had been complaints from 
parents, not about the standard of 
teaching, but about assessments,” he 
said. “But what they complained 
about was not in my unit.” 

He said he was caused embarrass¬ 
ment with his pupils when a manage¬ 
ment member addressed the class in 
his absence. 

“My face did not fit - they wanted to 
get rid of me,” he said. 

Kevin McNerney, representing the 
college, opposed the claims and said 
Mr Slater had been made redundant. 

Tribunal judge Mr Christopher 
Gaskell said that a tribunal decision 
would be made at a later date. 

Boost for pavilion 

A park in Walsall is a step closer to

Campaigners claimed not enough 
was done to save the centre. They had 
hoped it would be brought back into 
use by a private firm. 

The Amateur Swimming Associa¬ 
tion was one of several groups which 
was involved in talks to revive it. But 
it was announced last week no one 
was prepared to take it on. 

Councillor Carl Creaney, represen¬ 
tative for Willenhall South, said: “I 
would have liked to have seen more 
done to keep the centre open as a 
swimming pool. 

“The pool was only 20 years old or 
so, there was still more life left in it.” 

The Amateur Swimming Associa¬ 
tion had confirmed it was in talks 
with the council at the end of last year 

But Walsall Council last week said 
none of three interested parties had 
been able to take it on. 

Councillor Creaney added: “I was 
hoping there may have been some 
agreement with the Amateur Swim¬ 
ming Association but things had gone 
really quiet over the past four or five 
months so we feared this may 
happen. 

“The main thing now is to make 
sure the council sticks to its promise 
to ringfence money from the sale of 
the land and put it back into Willen¬ 
hall.”

A lifetime award for 
twinkle toed Eric, 77

He has been teaching dance for 
more than 50 years, with thou¬ 
sands of pupils passing through 
the doors of his Walsall Wood 
studio. 

But 77-year-old dance teacher Eric 
Rowland found himself in the spot¬ 
light when he waltzed off with a life¬ 
time achievement award at the Oscars 
of the dance world. 

Mr Rowland, who runs the Eric Rowland 
and Mandy Heath School of Dance with his 
wife, won the Carl Alan Lifetime Achieve¬ 
ment in Dancing gong at a glittering bash 
held in London. 

He collected his gong from the one-time 
face of Come Dancing, Angela Rippon. Mr 
Rowland said: “I have been overwhelmed 
by the amount of congratulations I have 
received from other members of the profes¬ 
sion. 

“It was a great moment for me when 
Angela Rippon announced me as the even¬ 
tual winner of the lifetime achievement in 
the ballroom, Latin American and 
sequence branches.” 

The father-of-two, who has been based in 
Salters Road, Walsall Wood, since around 
1983, started dancing at the age of 14 in 
Bournemouth where he lived at the time. 

Fostering 

Leaving school, he became a clerk and 
later a manager for Dolcis shoe company in 
Erdington while all the time fostering his 
passion for dance. 

But in the mid 1950s, Mr Rowland bit the 
bullet and decided to turn professional, per¬ 
forming in shows and competitions across 
the country. 

The highlight of his career was winning 
the Midland 15 Counties Professional Ball¬ 
room Championship three times in the mid 
1970s. 

Much of this success came with his first 
wife and dance partner Shirley Sayers, who 
now runs a dance school in Tamworth with 
the couple’s daughter Louise Rowland. 

Mr Rowland says he has no intention of 
hanging up his dancing shoes and contin¬ 
ues to teach hundreds of budding dancers 
young and old at the school he runs with 
wife of 15-years Mandy, aged 43. 

He teaches everything from ballroom to 
freestyle and is president of the Guild of 
Professional Teachers of Dance and 
Kindred Arts and is a lifetime honorary 
executive of the United Kingdom of Profes¬ 
sional Teachers of Dance where he is the 
longest active serving member of the exam¬ 
ining panel. 

He said: “I really do want to keep going 
and I love it all so much that I couldn’t 
envisage giving it up.”

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Council looks to ads 
for website revenue 


walsallchronicle@expressandstar.co.uk 
Walsall Council is going to introduce 
advertising on its website to make up 
to £1 million a year. The authority, 
looking to save £65m over three years, 
said it wanted to capitalise on the 
500,000 hits it gets a month. 

Council leader Mike Bird said allowing 
firms to pay for advertising on the website 
would boost council coffers and the local 
economy. 

No other councils in the Black Country or 
Staffordshire are following suit but Dudley and 
Wolverhampton said it was something they may 
consider. 

Sandwell and Lichfield have both ruled out 
the idea and Stafford is removing advertising 
due to the poor economic climate. 

Walsall said the advertising was to be 
launched on its website imminently. Councillor 
Bird said the plan was to charge businesses £10 
a week. 

“We have 500,000 hits on our website a month 
and we need to make the most of that captive 
audience,” Councillor Bird said. “I think it could 
make between £500,000 and £lm a year. 

Endorse 

“The idea is we could advertise businesses 
that tie in with council services, such as tree 
surgeons or skip hire companies. We would not 
endorse the companies that advertise with us. 

“We will build up a database of firms, it will 
help local businesses. For around £10 a week, 
they could be opened up to half a million poten¬ 
tial customers.” 

Walsall Council is looking to save £65m and is 
being forced to lose 438 jobs. 

Dudley and Wolverhampton councils said 
today they may consider the idea. 

Dudley’s deputy leader, Councillor Les Jones, 
said: “We’re aware that some other authorities 
are offering advertising space on their websites 
and whilst we are not currently doing this in 
Dudley, it is something we are considering for 
the future.” 

Tom Rennie, Wolverhampton City Council’s 
interim strategic director for delivery, said: “The 
council’s corporate website attracted 1.4 visitors 
last year viewing nine million pages of content. 

“Clearly there is the potential there for adver¬ 
tisers to reach a large number of people. In the 
current economic climate it would be remiss for 
any public body not to explore all avenues to 
generate additional revenue.”

Golden opportunity to save 
spire on condemned church 


Dear Sir, 

Further to your report on the 
Council’s deadline for the owner 
of Mellish Road Methodist 
Church to demolish it, I have two 
things to say: 

First, is that this “hard line” is 
too little, too late, as the Council, 
with the appropriate toughness 
at the right time, should never 
have let the owner get away with 
allowing the building to crumble 
to the extent it was possible to 
apply for, and get, the lifting of 
the Grade II listing. 

For any developer, getting a 
listing removed is job done, as it 
allows him the freedom to pull 
the lot down and build exactly 
what he wants. 

Second, and more positively, 
alhough it may be five minutes to 
midnight, nothing has happened 
as yet, and with this in mind, I 
have contacted the owner, and 


offered to buy the relatively 
small patch of land on which the 
church spire sits with a view to 
stabilising, renovating and con¬ 
serving this important heritage 
landmark at an important 
gateway to Walsall. 

If you look at the spire, it occu¬ 
pies only a quite small patch on 
the edge of the total area on the 
roundabout frontage, so that 
taking this out of the develop¬ 
ment equation would still leave 
the vast majority of the site in 
Butts Road available for redevel¬ 
opment. 

Obviously the offer is subject to 
all sorts of caveats, principally 
ground condition and structural 
surveys, and independent valua¬ 
tion, but subject to satisfactory 
outcomes, and above all, given 
the will to get a result from the 
owner’s side, it can be done and it 
can be financed. 


The first step is for the owners 
to respond to my detailed letter 
and agree to talk. The sale would 
not only generate a capital 
receipt which would help to 
finance the demolition of the 
remainder of the site, it would 
bring the owners a lot of public 
credit. 

There has been widespread 
public concern at the way this sit¬ 
uation has been allowed to 
develop, and we are now on the 
brink of seeing the spire pulled 
down — gone for ever. 

I say to all of the owners: this is 
a golden opportunity for you to do 
something positive, something 
for which people across Walsall, 
and large numbers of the commu¬ 
nity living around your develop¬ 
ment site will be eternally 
grateful.

Ambulance crews in the West Midlands 
lost more than 5,000 hours in a year 
waiting outside hospitals to hand over 
responsibility for patients. 

Paramedics aim to transfer patients to hos¬ 
pital care in a maximum of 30 minutes, but 
newly-disclosed figures show crews are being 
delayed from responding to further 999 calls 
by waiting, often for more than an hour for 
medics to take over. 

More than 9,700 hours were lost over two years at 
the region’s hospitals, costing the service about 
£600,000. 

About 1,688 hours were lost at New Cross Hospi¬ 
tal in 2010, the highest total in the Black Country 
and Staffordshire, up from 1,218 hours lost in 2009. 

Russells Hall Hospital in Dudley saw more than 
3,000 lost hours in 2009 and 2010 while 1,624 hours 
and 1,073 hours were lost in Sandwell and Walsall 
respectively. 

At Stafford Hospital, 400 hours were lost in 2010 - 
more than double the 194 hours clocked in 2009. 

The ambulance service has attempted to tackle 
delays by appointing liaison officers to tackle prob¬ 
lems as they arise. 

Computer 

It has also launched a computer system showing 
how many ambulances are heading for hospitals and 
how serious each case is — allowing the hospital to 
plan ahead. 

Spokesman Chris Kowalik said: “We work very 
closely with each of the hospitals to manage the flow 
of patients from the arriving ambulances into the 
hospital so that any delays are kept to the absolute 
minimum. 

“Regular meetings are held to try to improve the 
systems in each hospital and we have seen a number 
of improvements.” 

New Cross Hospital said it has asked the ambu¬ 
lance service to divert more low risk patients to 
walk-in centres instead of A&E. 

Tim Powell, from the Royal Wolverhampton Trust, 
said: “Patient safety is our number one priority, and 
if seven ambulances turn up at the same time, we 
must provide immediate care to those who need it 
most, but unfortunately, this can cause delays for the 
less urgent cases.” 

Sally Lavender, of the Dudley Group of Hospitals, 
said: “We prioritise all patients who need urgent, 
medical attention.” 

Maggie Oldham, from Mid-Staffordshire NHS 
Foundation Trust, added: “We currently have some 
of the best handover times in the region.”

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School expansion nearly complete 


Work is forging ahead on the £4 million 
expansion of a Walsall school where more 
space is needed. 

The extension of Birchills C E Primary 
Community School is nearing completion. 

Staff are due to move into the building 
in June. To mark the latest milestone in 
the expansion, pupils buried a time 
capsule on the construction site of their 
new building. 

The capsule contains objects which rep¬ 
resent school life in 2011. Expansion of the 
Farringdon Street school is progressing 
well, council chiefs have said. 


The scheme includes the alteration and 
refurbishment of infant classrooms 
including ancillary support areas and the 
construction of a two storey block to 
accommodate junior pupils. 

Art, food and ICT suites will be included 
in the building and facilities will be avail¬ 
able for the wider community, including a 
community room. 

Staff and pupils were moved into tempo¬ 
rary accommodation within the school 
grounds at the beginning of last year with 
demolition and construction work starting 
soon after. The school is expected to be 


handed over to staff in the summer term 
and pupils will start working in their 
schools from mid-June onwards. 

Headteacher Anthony Orlik said: “I am 
delighted the whole community will very 
soon be benefitting from an amazing 
school building which will help us con¬ 
tinue to provide the highest quality of edu¬ 
cation for all our pupils.” 

Pupils have also praised the scheme. 
Nine-year-old Moham-med Aadil said: “It 
looks fantastic so far and it’s looking 
better than the old school. The design is 
brilliant.”

Crumbling historic buildings in 
Willenhall could be repaired and 
restored to use under a multi¬ 
million pound scheme to regener¬ 
ate the town. 

Owners of properties in certain 
streets will be able to apply for help to 
cover up to 70 per cent of external 
repairs to shops and buildings of his¬ 
torical interest. It is hoped empty 
shops will be brought back to life. 

Key buildings have fallen into disrepair 
in Willenhall in recent years, including 
Walsall’s oldest pub, the grade II listed Bell 
Inn, in Market Place. 

The Townscape Heritage Initiative (THI) 
is a grant programme that is being funded 
by £950,000 from the Heritage Lottery 
Fund and match funding by the Visionary 
Investment Enhancing Walsall board, made 
up of five independent members, plus the 
council and Walsall Housing Group.

Walsall’s regeneration chief Adrian 
Andrew said: “This is a fantastic opportu¬ 
nity for Willenhall as we work towards the 
wider regeneration of this important dis¬ 
trict centre. 

“Run down, neglected buildings are an 
eyesore. 

“Any initiative which tackles this, while 
protecting the character of our district 
centres, is very welcome,” he said. 

“The improvements will not just be cos¬ 
metic, they will also help revive parts of the 
town and boost its economy. 

“Residents, traders and businesses will 
reap the benefits of this exciting scheme.” 

The head of the Heritage Lottery Fund in 
the West Midlands today said the scheme 
would bring far-reaching benefits. 

Anne Jenkins said: “This special historic 
town can now look forward to the far-reach¬ 
ing benefits of the investment this scheme 
will bring. 

“It will help the council to make essential 
improvements that will encourage local 
business and visitors back into this area.” 

Officers will contact property owners 
within the THI area when the scheme is 
launched in mid-April.

S ome Walsall people have changed world 
history. One such person was Francis 
“Harry” Hinsley, born November 26 
1918, an ordinary, working class lad whose 
remarkable work was to help speed the 
winning of the Second World War. 

Harry’s father, Thomas Henry Hinsley, was a 
waggoner, employed by the coal department at the 
Walsall Co-op. His mother Emma Hinsley (nee 
Adey) was a school caretaker, and they lived at 28, 
Rowland Street, Walsall. 

Young Harry was educated at Wolverhampton Road 
Board School and later at Queen Mary’s Grammar 
School. A bright, quiet and studious boy according to 
friends, his academic bent and hard work resulted in his 
winning a scholarship in 1937 to study history at St 
John’s College, Cambridge. 

Two years later, he was awarded a First in Part I of the 
Historical Tripos. Then, with Part II coming up and 
another First within his grasp, his life changed forever — 
and his historical studies were temporarily set aside. 

One day, in the winter of 1939-40, Harry Hinsley was 
asked to see Martin Charlesworth, the Fellow of St John’s 
who, working with F E Adcock at King’s College, was 
running Cambridge recruiting for the Government Code 
and Cipher School. 

Summoned 

Harry was subsequently summoned to an interview 
withAlastair Denniston, head of the GC&CS, and despite 
his slight, bespectacled aspect must have made a consid¬ 
erable impression. Denniston immediately saw his 
potential and recruited him to serve in Bletchley Park’s 
Naval Section in Hut 4. 

There, Hinsley studied the external characteristics of 
intercepted German messages, a process known as 
“traffic analysis”. From call signs, frequencies, times of 
interception etc, he deduced detailed information about 
the structure of the German Navy’s communications net¬ 
works, and their navy itself. 

His powers as an interpreter of decrypts were also 
unrivalled and were based on an ability to sense some¬ 
thing unusual from the tiniest clues. 

Harry was frequently in contact with Naval Intelli¬ 
gence. But at first, the Admiralty’s Operation Intelli¬ 
gence Centre paid little attention to the Bletchley 
codebreakers — a serious mistake. At the beginning of 
April 1940, the 01C ignored Hinsley’s radio traffic report 
of an unusual build-up of German naval activity in the 


Baltic, and as a result Britain was caught unawares by the 
German occupation of Norway. Two months later he 
reported German warships were about to break out of the 
Baltic. 

Again he was ignored, leading to the sinking of our air¬ 
craft carrier HMS Glorious. His warnings were covered up, 
but after this, more attention was paid to Bletchley Park, 
despite continuing suspicions of professional jealousy and 
obstruction from some naval intelligence officers. 

Radio traffic from the Baltic in May 1940 indicated the 
mighty German battleship Bismarck was about to leave, 
and Bletchley Park’s insistence the Bismarck was heading 
for a safe French port was once again ignored. Hinsley 
would not let the matter lie, and repeatedly telephoned the 
OIC after Bismarck’s engagement with HMS Hood and 
HMS Prince of Wales, but it was not until 25 May that this 
conclusion was accepted. 

Relative 

Just minutes after his last call, Hut 6 deciphered a 
message from the Luftwaffe Chief of Staff who was con¬ 
cerned for a relative on the Bismarck. The response to this 
revealed the ship was heading for Brest, and with this 
information the Royal Navy closed in and sank the Bis¬ 
marck on 26 May. 

Many German military radio transmissions were 
encoded using the famous “Enigma” machines, combining 
a keyboard system and “key” wheels with codebooks, 
making it extremely difficult to break. But it was Harry 
Hinsley who, at the end of April 1941, identified the 
Enigma system’s fatal flaw. 

The same codebooks used on German U-Boats were also 
aboard their unprotected trawlers. These trawlers, trans¬ 
mitting weather reports to the Germans, also received 
naval Enigma messages. Hinsley helped initiate a pro¬

gramme of seizing Enigma machines and keys from 
German weather ships, aiding Bletchley Park’s breaking 
of German Naval Enigma. 

Towards the end of the war, Hinsley, then a key aide to 
Bletchley Park chief Edward Travis, was part of a commit¬ 
tee arguing for a single post-war intelligence agency com¬ 
bining both signals and human intelligence. Eventually, 
though, the opposite happened, with GC&CS becoming 
GCHQ, still in operation today. 

In 1946 Harry married Hilary Brett-Smith, whom he 
had met at Bletchley Park and in whose company he 
returned to St John’s where he had been elected a Fellow 
two years before. That same year he was awarded the 
OBE. 

Pronunciation 

Dapper and small of stature, Harry Hinsley often had 
his leg pulled for the distinctiveness of his pronunciation 
(a Walsall accent) but proved an exceptional teacher, and 
in 1969 was appointed professor of the history of interna¬ 
tional relations. Hinsley edited the official history of 
British Intelligence in WWII, and argued that Enigma 
decryption had speeded Allied victory by one to four years. 

President of St John’s College 1975-79, and from 1981 
Master, from that year to 1983 he became Vice-Chancellor 
of the University. He was knighted in 1985. 

Sir Francis Harry Hinsley OBE died at Cambridge on 
February 16 1998. 

His was one of the most remarkable minds to come out 
of Walsall — and change the world.

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Family firm looks to 
grow its operations 


A family business that has 
been in the heart of Willenhall 
for almost 140 years is set to 
expand its factory in the 
town - safeguarding 47 jobs 
and creating room for eight 
new workers. 

Forging company WH Tildesley 
Ltd serves the aerospace, oil, 
motorsport and pharmaceutical 
industries. 

Bosses have now submitted plans 
to Walsall Council to replace the main 
forging building at the base in Bow 
Street. The new building will create 
extra space to boost the workload. 

It will also allow bosses to take on

new staff. Most of the site has been 
redeveloped over the past 15 years 
but the main forging building has 
largely remained untouched. 

The company did not want to 
comment. A report from the firm to 
council planners reads: “Much of the 
current site involves complex con¬ 
tours, varied floor levels and differing 
surface conditions which inhibit 
material flows and now present a 
barrier to competitive change-over 
procedures. 

Flourished 

The company started off in 1874 
making horse shoe blanks but has 


flourished over the years and now 
creates hi-tech parts for a host of dif¬ 
ferent industries. 

The fifth generation of the Tildes¬ 
ley family is now at the helm of the 
company, which was first founded by 
William Horace Tildesley. 

Originally making equipment for 
stabling including grooming gear, the 
company switched to mass manufac¬ 
ture of horse shoe blanks during the 
First World War. 

It was this that prompted the 
company to move to its current site. 
Horace Tildesley, son of William, took 
over and forging became its main 
operation. 

David Tildesley succeeded his 
father after the Second World War 
and the business began to invest in 


new equipment. David was suc¬ 
ceeded by his son Richard in the early 
1980s and the firm carved out a role 
as a major forging supplier. Richard’s 
brother John joined in the late 80s 
and is now MD. 

Walsall Council planners are 
expected to make a decision by May 5.

criminal activity. 

The proposal goes on to 
state: “It has facilitated 
acts of prostitution and 
drug taking and attacks 
to members of the com¬ 
munity.” 

The proposals for the 
gates are due to be con¬ 
sidered by council plan¬ 
ners sometime in the 
near future.

In fact, says Berk, who is also a 
childbirth education specialist and a 
registered Yoga teacher: “Research 
shows that exercise during preg¬ 
nancy reduces nearly all pregnancy- 
related symptoms including ankle 
swelling, fatigue and low back dis¬ 
comfort. Exercise also helps reduce the 
incidence of gestational diabetes. Other 
benefits include improved circulation, 
increased sense of well-being and 
decreased excess weight gain.” 

There are, however, certain types of exer¬ 
cise that are recommended during preg¬ 
nancy. 

“Walking is a wonderful way to get 
started. Start with smaller goals,” says 
Berk, author of Motherwell Fitness Plan. 
“Take a walk for 10 minutes and then walk 
home. Walking 20 minutes on most days of 
the week will help the pregnant woman feel 
good, stay healthy and have a positive 
childbirth experience.” 

She also recommends stretching. 

“It is good to practise flexibility and 
strength exercises at least twice a week," 
she explains. 

Opinion is divided on the practice of 
Pilates during pregnancy. Berk, a certified 
Pilates instructor says: “While Pilates is an 
excellent way to shape up before and after 


pregnancy, during pregnancy many of the 
Pilates exercises are contraindicated. After 
the first month of pregnancy, women need 
to avoid exercising on their backs because 
the increased weight of the uterus presses 
on the inferior vena cava, decreasing blood 
flow to the baby. 

“However, many of the side-lying exer¬ 
cises can be done as well as many of the 
other exercises with modifications. Another 
position not appropriate for pregnant 
women is on their bellies.”

prior to pregnancy. 

“But it is important to remember that 
pregnancy is only a nine-month experience. 
Face every day with a curiosity of what 
kinds of adjustments you will need to make 
as a result of your pregnancy.

I N THE RECENT past there has been 
a plethora of people carriers of all dif¬ 
ferent shapes and sizes, many of 
them memorable for very little. 

The Peugeot 3008 crossover that I tested 
is memorable. The reason? It is one of the 
most comfortable cars that I have ever 
driven. 

There are cars which cost three times as much 
as the 3008 that would struggle to meet the ride 
quality and comfort that this car possesses. 

So how have they managed this little miracle? 
Starting with the outside, the lines of the body 
take their cues from the rest of the Peugeot 
range with the distinctive front grille and make 
for an efficient shape. The 
front lights

embedded into the sides of the wings and add 
to the overall smooth feel of the bodylines. 

At the rear the door opens on the back in a 
clamshell fashion so you have a useful shelf on 
which you can lift things before sliding them in to 
the large boot space. There is a split shelf in the 
boot so you can put fragile items in the bottom 
and bulky ones on the top. 

On the inside is a well finished leather interior. 
The seats are extremely comfortable and the 
front ones are fully adjustable. 

The switchgear on the dashboard is reminis¬ 
cent of the old sports cars with the modern 
equivalent of toggle switches laid out in a line. 

They are easy to use and you don’t 
need to read a full manual 
before you can 
operate them 
with confi¬ 
dence.

By the side of the gear lever is a rotary switch,, 
again laid out very clearly, that lets you engage 
the myriad of options for traction control and 
ESP 

The dashboard comes in for particular praise. 
Not only is it very well laid out, with all the rele¬ 
vant information to hand, it is very easy to read 
in bright sunlight and has just the right contrast 
so that it does not interfere with your vision when 
travelling at night. 

The engine is a 1600cc petrol unit which, 
coupled to a six-speed manual gearbox, 
(an automatic is an option), is perfectly 
matched for the size of the car. It pro¬ 
vided a great balance of power and 
well-spaced gears. 

On the open road the steering is 
light but provides enough feed¬ 
back so that you can feel exactly 
what is happening to the road 
surface. 

The body roll is also fairly 
minimal as the suspension pro¬ 
vides a firm, yet never intrusive, ride 
quality that never changes from 
motorway driving to country lanes. 
This results in a drive quality that 
provides a great balance between being over 
firm or over soft. 

The Peugeot engineers have done a great job. 
This is the best part of the package and allows

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Porsche brings its 
classic up to speed 


CARLY SIMON sang about a 
certain agent in Nobody Does It 
Better, but she might as well 
have been paying homage to 
Porsche and its 911. 

Not only has it largely set the 
benchmark for a sports coupe, it 
has been tweaked and teased to 
create a number of versions from 
the very fast to the devastatingly 
rapid. 

If you have around £90,000 to spend 
on a new sports car, keeping the 911 off 
the shortlist is an impossible task. It’s 
just been made even more impossible 
thanks to the engineers at Weissach. 
There used to be a jump from the hot 
Carrera S to the hardcore GT3, but the 
gap has been neatly filled by the GTS. 

Like the best 911s its purpose is to 
offer the biggest thrills possible without 
ateeth-rattling ride or giving up the ease 
of use that makes it a genuine everyday 
proposition. Spotting a GTS won’t be 
difficult. The black-finished alloy wheels 
will give it away, standard on the GTS 
and an option elsewhere. 

It’s an unusual touch but pleasing, 
with a classic body colour such as white 
or red. 

The GTS has the wider body that 
appears on the Carrera 4. It gives a

wider stance, more presence and pro¬ 
vides a wider track, planting the GTS 
more firmly on the road. 

The Sports Design bodykit entails 
spoilers front and rear plus side skirts 
finished in black. 

Colour choice is more important than 
on most 911s, but whatever you 
choose, the GTS is still a stunning and 
distinctive machine. 

Mighty 

Porsche isn’t the kind of manufac¬ 
turer to just have visual changes, so the 
tweaks underneath are more interest¬ 
ing. 

The divine 3.8-litre flat six under the 
rear lid has been bumped up to a mighty 
402bhp, with changes to the intake 
system liberating extra torque at low 
revs. 

That’s matched to one of the best six- 
speed manual gearboxes in the busi¬ 
ness or the dual-clutch PDK 
seven-speed. 

Go for the latter and you get conven¬ 
tional paddles behind the wheel, rather 
than the buttons that appeared on early 
PDK cars. 

The suspension has been lowered by 
10mm, and should you go for the 
carbon ceramic brake option, the ulti¬ 
mate in stopping power is underfoot. 

History, presence and power make it 


for the unusual view. 

Firing it up creates the purposeful 
burble and distinctive rasp from the flat 
six and the firm but not over-heavy 
clutch takes up smoothly. 

Trundling around city streets reveals a 
car that is stiffly sprung but not harsh: 
you may be aware of the bumps you 
cover but only disturbed by the worst 
potholes. If you’re lucky enough to drive 
to work every day you’ll step out smiling 
rather than grimacing and holding your 
back. 

It’s only noisy in the way you would 
wish, with the engine falling away when 
driven conservatively. But that’s some¬ 


thing you’ll be doing as infrequently as 
possible. 

Pushing on is what the GTS does 
best, and a clear stretch of road is the 
perfect opportunity. Select a low gear, 
squeeze the accelerator and it responds 
almost before you ask. 

An immediate hardening of the engine 
note is accompanied by a determined 
surge, regardless of engine speed, and 
as the revs rise the push becomes more 
emphatic until the need for a gear 
change is almost met with relief, unless, 
of course, you tick the PDK option, in 
which case accelerative bursts become 
one almighty blast until bravery or legal¬ 


ity intervenes. 

The engine dominates the experi¬ 
ence, and any excuse to hear it sing is a 
pleasure. 

Better still, the GTS comes with the 
sports exhaust which can be turned up 
at the push of a button. 

Firm 

The first bend will be despatched with 
relish thanks to the immaculate 
responses from steering, brakes and 
throttle. 

Stand firm on the reassuringly strong 
middle pedal then peel into a bend, and 
the GTS is itching to obey your com¬ 


mands, without hesitation and with pin¬ 
point accuracy. 

Grip is immense and almost unshake- 
able, but push hard enough and there 
are sideways antics to be had. 

It is immensely capable and entirely 
flattering, a thing for the novice to enjoy 
and the master to savour. 

As if that wasn’t sufficient, the boring 
stuff is sorted too. 

The front boot offers reasonable 
space, you have a massive choice of 
options and especially with the PDK 
gearbox fitted there is surprisingly good 
economy - if you can resist the mes¬ 
merising performance.

ROAD SAFETY and break¬ 
down organisation GEM 
Motoring Assist is urging 
drivers to be as fuel efficient as 
possible - and has come up 
with tips to make your tank last 
longer. 

1. Get it checked 

To ensure maximum efficiency, 
have your car serviced regularly by 
a recognised garage. The money 
spent can make you savings in the 
long term. 

2. Tread carefully 

Ensure tyres are always inflated 

to the correct pressure. Tyres 
which are under-inflated by even a 
small amount increase fuel con¬ 
sumption noticeably. 

Check them at least once a 
month and try to check pressures 
when the tyres are warm after a 
short drive as “cold” tyres give a 
false low pressure reading. 

3. Lose weight 

Never carry unnecessary weight 


in the car as it will reduce efficiency. 
Also remove roof-racks, cycle- 
racks and storage boxes when 
they are not being used as they 
affect the aerodynamics of the car. 

4. Hot and cold 

Do not waste fuel by warming the 
car before a journey. However a 
warm engine is more efficient than 
a cold one so try to carry out all 
your trips in succession so the 
engine does not get cold. 

5. Plan ahead 

Take time to plan your journeys 
to avoid congestion, ensure you 
take the best route. 

6. Slow down 

Reducing your average speed by 
just a few miles per hour can have 
a noticeable effect on fuel con¬ 
sumption and your wallet. 

Driving at 70mph uses nine per 
cent more fuel than driving at 
60mph. 

7. Nice and easy does it 

Most drivers could save a signif¬ 
icant amount of fuel by simply 


reading the road further ahead and 
slowing earlier for traffic lights and 
other hazards thus avoiding unnec¬ 
essary acceleration, heavy braking 
then acceleration while pulling 
away again. 

8. Keep your cool 
Most newer cars are fitted with 
air conditioning. If the extra cooling 
is not needed switch the air condi¬ 
tioning off to reduce demand on the 
engine. 

However, the system must not 
be turned off for long periods as 
harmful bacteria can build up and it 
could prove costly to repair. Use air 
conditioning sparingly. 

9. Exploring for fuel 
Prices can vary greatly. However, 
if it requires an extra journey to find 
where to save a few pence per litre 
there may not be an overall saving. 

10. A bit drastic 
If you are able to avoid one 
journey each week by walking or 
cycling the saving at the end of the 
year could be substantial.

N ow comes the hard part. Walsall 
must watch a season-defining two 
weeks from the sidelines knowing 
they could do no more to maintain their 
survival hopes. 

An excellent point at MK Dons last Friday 
failed to lift them out of the bottom four but 
sent a message to their rivals that they are still 
fighting. 

It moved them closer to safety and ensured others 
must earn results in their games in hand over the 
next 14 days to turn the heat back on. 

Walsall have done their bit and it’s now a case of 
watching and waiting — events now are out of their 
control. 

Between now and when the Saddlers travel to Ply¬ 
mouth on April 9, Dagenham play four times and 
Yeovil three, while Swindon and the Pilgrims make 
up their games in hand. 

For all their bullish survival talk Walsall must 
rely on others and hope the footballing Gods look 
down on them favourably. 

Saddlers supporters will now become honorary 
Sheffield Wednesday, Brighton, Exeter and Peter¬ 
borough fans in the hope they will knock Dagenham 
off their stride. 

Should Walsall return to action within striking 
distance of safety it will set up one of the most titanic 
run-ins for years. 

With just one defeat in seven games they are one 
of the form teams at the bottom and a two-week 
break isn’t ideal, but it will give boss Dean Smith a 
chance to fully impose himself on the players. 

He has bemoaned the lack of training time he has 
had with his charges but can now insert the final 
pieces of his escape plan. 

When he took over in January there was no base 
for a revival and even less belief the Saddlers could 
actually beat the drop. But Smith’s powers of recov¬ 
ery have left Walsall on 40 points and in the mix for 
a serious survival bid. 

Quality 

Friday night’s draw was just another example of 
the guts, guile and quality instilled into the team. In 
a superb, open, game they held their own. 

A high octane, high tempo outing would have 
crushed the Saddlers earlier this season but they 
refused to buckle and a star turn from Julian Gray 
helped them claim a point. 

Gray was virtually unplayable, tearing strips off 
the hapless Dan Woodards and leading the Saddlers’ 
charge. 

The 31-year-old has often been criticised, with his 
languid style being mistaken for a lack of effort, but 
there was no confusing the issue this time. 

Gray has revelled in the freedom offered to him by 
Smith and while he added the style, Marco Gbarssin 
added the steel. The Carlisle loanee was the unsung 
hero. Quietly but purposefully he went about his 
business to ensure Walsall claimed what they 
deserved. 

It could have been more had referee Dave Phillips 
not awarded a penalty after Manny Smith looked to 
have felled Luke Chadwick. 

Peter Leven’s cheeky spot-kick cancelled out Matt 
Richards’ first-half opener but the Saddlers were 
adamant Smith had played the ball. 

That Smith gave the official the chance to award a 
penalty was a sin in itself and undid the hard work of a splen¬ 
did first half, built on an early rearguard action. 

Jimmy Walker saved twice from Sam Baldock within the 
first five minutes as the Dons threatened to carve the visitors 
apart. 

Walsall struggled with Baldock’s movement with Andy 
Butler and Smith being pulled apart but, slowly began to 
fight back. 

Emmanuel Ledesma - recalled after his Hartlepool heroics 
- and Darren Byfield combined to fashion a chance for debu¬ 
tant Marc Laird but the Millwall loanee’s shot deflected wide. 

Then, on 29 minutes, the Saddlers took the lead when the 
ever-impressive Ledesma wriggled free and set Gray away on

Dons boss Karl Robinson insisted the ball had crossed the 
line and games are won and lost on small margins. 

Walsall now have little margin for error but will know the 
size of their task soon enough.

Gray will tear 
league apart 
says Smith 

Walsall boss Dean Smith has hailed Julian Gray’s 
“Premier League” class and backed him to tear 
League One apart. 

The Saddlers chief reckons his wing wonder will 
be unplayable in the fight for survival as Walsall 
battle the League One drop. 

Gray’s star turn in Friday’s 1-1 draw at MK Dons 
helped the fourth-bottom Saddlers to a point and he 
has excelled under Smith since the boss gave him a 
licence to thrill. 

Smith praised Gray’s efforts since January and 
insisted the former Blues ace has star quality. 

“He’s showed his Premier League class and he’s 
been showing that for the last couple of months, he’s 
done fantastically well for us,” he said. 

“Long may it continue because with that form he’s 
a force to be reckoned with and there won’t be many 
players who are able to play against him. 

“On Friday he had the right back turning around 
in circles.” 

The 31-year-old has bagged eight goals this term 
- a career best - and has four assists. Smith knows 
Gray can go higher — but wants to keep him. 

He said: “I’m certain Julian can play at a higher 
level but he’s here and I’m hoping he’s happy with us. 

At the 
moment what’s happening on the pitch matters to 
him and it can only be good for us.” 

Gray is out of contract at the end of the season but 
Smith isn’t thinking about losing his prized asset 
while the Saddlers battle against relegation. 

He added: “We’ll have to wait and see what 
happens there but at the moment he’s putting in a 
shift for us.” 

Despite Gray’s form Smith swelled his midfield 
ranks with Millwall loanee Marc Laird and Sunder¬ 
land wide man Jordan Cook last week. 

The duo made their debuts on Friday and Smith 
reckons they will boost the Saddlers’ hopes. 

“I was pleased with the two lads,” said the boss. 
“Laird showed his quality while Cook has certainly 
got pace and I'm sure when games get stretched 
towards the end he will get his chance and take it. 

“They give us options.”
